EXPLOSION KILLS 

MANY MINERS 



Disaster at Coat Creek, Tennes- 
see Causes the Death of 
Hundreds. 



Coal Creek, Tenn., May 19.— Tho worst 
disaster in the liistory of Tennessee miu- 
ling occurred at 7:40 o'clock this morn- 

,ing, when between 150 and 250 men and 
boys met instant death at the FrateryiUc 
coal mine, two miles west of this town, 
as a result of a gas explosion.

They had not heeii at: work long before 
a terrible exiilosion occiin-cl. Thei'e Was 
a fearful roar and then Haines shot from 
llie enlranco and the air shafts. News o£ 
the disaster spread like wildhre. .-\s soon 
as possible two rescuing parties were 
started in, one nt the main entrance, the 
other through Thistle mine, which ad- 
joins, and in which no men were at 
work. 

All day long the rescuers toiled at the 
.slate obstruction, and not till 5 o'clock 
iliis evening did they force nn entrance 
through it. Up to that hour only five 
dead bodies had been recovered and hope 
was still hiuli (hat many within Wore 
safe The hopes of the living were 
doomed, however, for -lylieu once the 
rescuers could enter and proceed they 
walked throni-'h a continuous tomb of 
death. There was nut a sign of life.

Kins.stown, Cl. Vincent, May 1'.).— The 
continued heat thrown off l.y the lava 
prevents anyone approaching the vol- 
canic mountain. From the sea t ie es- 
tates of Wallibou and Itidimonil pre- 
sent a scene of desolation. They .-ire 
bereft of veRetation, and nil the hnild- 
Ijirb on them have been destroyed. >o 
liviuff being is .seen, and no -sotind of 
any kiud is heard. Small jets of steam 
issue at intervals from various spots on 
the j)lantation as a warniiii: to visitora 
and tlie few oonra^'cons jiersons wlio 
have approached the locality found the 
earth tlicre to be too liot to venture on- 
ward. The volcano w.is apparently auiot 
Thursday m'til o o'clock in the after- 
noon. At this hour a (lis',Ll_ict iliscliarno 
of slc-am occurred, and a bulky cloud 
issued from the extreme right of the 
mountain, verifying that n new crater 
had been formed ou the windward side. 
It i6 presumed that 'La Soufriere will in 
the future remain active. Tho surround- 
ing country will then be uninhabitable. 
The earth in that locality is covered 
witli volcanic dust several feel deep.

■crops of the island, but cultivation will 
J)e ini])e<led for some years to come. 

Keare are entertained that jiiiother 
•eruption "will occur at the foot of the

Is cracked all over. 

The strange color and the great dejitli 
o" tho now 'iulot of tlie sea on the Walli 
bou estate imply that an eruption oc 
currcd there, and that a new crater lias 
been fortnud which extends from the 
land into the sea.

Mr. Hawtliornthwaiie resiniicMl the lie- 
bate on the second reading of Mr. Curtis' 
bill l!es]i(>(:iiiig Actions against Trades 



rnioc-i anil Kindred Associations. He 
sail! the 'bill was one of the most iniiior- 
lant measures, flimi a labor- point el 
view, and the House slionld use the ut 
most care iu considering its provisions 
Tho principle of the bill was contained 
In clause 2, which was so strongly urged 
iilion the favorable considerabte of tho 
House by ^Ir. Curtis, and just ns warm- 
ly opposed by Mr, Martin. It was argued 
that labor had no right to special legis- 
lation, but he pointed out that capital 
had obtained such legislation, and it was 
only fair that tho workiugnian'fJ rights 
slioiiid he properly siifegiiai-ded. Ho iliil 
i.ol think the goneriil jirovisions of the 
bill objectionable, hut exception luiglit be 
taken to clatise 2, 1 lo sllgl:o^toli that a 
eoniproinise might be arrived at wit li 
lU'olit. and urged tli;it course uiion tho 
mover of tlio lull ami its opponents. 

.Mr. -Vein saiil he would sii|iport the 
bill if chinse 2 be striirk out. 
.Mr. .Miiri>liv agreed witli .Mr. Neill. 
Mr. Mcl'liililps dochii-od that ho coiiM 
not snpporl the bill. He believed In fol 
iiiwiiig British logishition. A bill had 
rerciitly been inti'oiliieed in the Iniporial 
Coinmoiis, but, as far as he knew, it 
had gone no further. He thought it 
would lie tinio eiioiigli to consider such 
legislation when tho British House had 
P'lsseil upon it. He read an ariielo fioiii 
the Loudon Times criticizing the jiro- 
[losod law, showing that it was regard'.'d 
.is a dangerous example of iitteiiiptotd 
ehiss legislation. He did not believe the 
t'-ailes unions were Bctujitcd by Improper 
iiinliyos, lint wore merely anxious to se- 
1 ,iri' every iiossllile privile^'e fur their 
nii-nitiei-s; liiii lliey, like all oilier iiidivid- 
iials or coniliiiiatUiiis, wore li:ilile to err, 
;inil it woiilil lie a mistake, witlioiil tho 
most serious coiisiib'ratioii, to place a 
weapon in their liainls which might bo 
very improperly usimI. Ho warned the 
House against being too li;isty in adopt- 
ing logislatinn wliii li might seriously af- 
fect the invostnieiit of capital in tli 
IH'oviiire. There was no crying demand 
for such a law and It would bo iiuite safe 

10 await the action of the British House 
of Commons. 

Hon. .\lr. Eberts declared himself de- 
cidedly opposed to the bill. -Mr. <.;iirtis 
had undertaken to review the history of 
legislation affectiiig trades unions, hut 
had not gone far enough. Ho (Mr. 
I-",berts) then uiado a masterly exiiosi- 
tiiin of the qiiestion, ([noting sl:Uiites, 
opinions of judges and public men, re- 
ports of select committees of parliament 

11 ml recent English decisions, all going to 
show that the proposed bill was incom- 
patible with Britisli ideas of justice. 

The real object of the bill was to pro- 
tect a foreign labor organization, an im- 
Iiortation from tho United States, the 
\VeBtern Federation of iMiiiers, which 
had done so much mischief lit Rossland. 
Mr. Curtis was acting In tho interest of 
that body, whidi liatL no legal standing 
iu Canada, beUiK registered at Denver, 
Colorado. Ho did luTl mean to t;ay Mr. 
Curtis jvas retained by the Federation, 
luit the iirovisions of section relieving 
those peuiilo <if liability in an action now 
before the courts appeared to him very 
significent. The bill was tho worst over 
presented to a legislature. It would be 
most disustrous to tho wovkingiiien ami 
destructive of tho best interests of la- 
bor. It would permit foreign combina- 
tions to procure the commission of crime 
and oiitrag(; in the province whilo they 
would have their funds so proteeted that 
tSe victims of tlicir wrongdoiug would 
ii;ivo no redress against them. 

.Mr. Curtis intorrupted continually in- 
.tefeuco of hi.s bll! ' 

Hon. Mr. Eberts declared he would not 
be a party to such oiitrag(?<iiis legislation. 
He cited the Nortliport outrages, which 
wore a shame and disgrai'o lo any civil- 
Iz'd country, as a saiiipl,' of what might 
K-eur under such a law. He aiireeil 
with Mr. Mcl'hilhiis that it wmild be 
inic enough !,(i legi.shite in tlii' direction 
of the bill when the hibor coinlitioiis of 
tile country iliMiia iiiled it; luoanlinio lliey 
might jirolitably n\v:iit the course of Ini- 
Iieri:il logishition. He would consider _ 
the House and the province disgraiod tn>'m 
if the bill were uiade'hiw. 

.Mr. Hidmcken iiiovod the ailjinirninont 
of the debate. 

ASIATIC LABOR. 
Mr. Hclmcken moved the sei iiinl read- 
ing of a bill relating to llu' omiiloy nionl 
on works carried on under franchises 
-laiited by private ads, which 
agreed to. 

The bill pioviilos that no workman 
shall bo employed on works niulurtaken 
i-.ndor authority of any charter granted 
by the legi>la t ii:e unless ho can read the 
al-t in :i laiignago of l''.iirope. The pen- 
:ilty against tlie employer is a lino not 
oxceediiig .'j?2i'i nor iimler !>10 for each 
workman employed in contravention of 
the act. 

srPREME COURT. 
Mr. .Mel'hillips' bill to amend the Su- 
preme C;oiin -Act was read a second time. | 
CATTLE UU.X.M.N'C! AT LARGE. 
.Mr. Jlcl'hiUiiis moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to aineiid the Animals Act. 
Tile bill jirovidcs that no cattle shall ho 
allowed to run at large upon any un- 
fenced land, street or road, within three 
inil(?s of tho limits of any city niiini- 
ciliality having a population of 10,000 or 
more. He oxplaiuoii that the bill would 
only apply to the city of Victoria. 
Messrs. Neill and M;irtiii oppised the 



iug in the suburbs. Residents of cities 
had their redreas under the law by hav- 
ing strav cattle impounded. Mr. Martin 
moved that the blU be rcs^d this day six 
months. . ' , , , 

Mr. McPbiUips again urged the second 
reading,,. He helavtbj|.J,„tlie matter was 
■.me of importance to residents of Vic- 
toria, and he asked the consideration of 
the House, 

.Air. Hay ward also opposed the bill. He 
saw no reason why suburban residents 
should not have to fence their lauds as 
well lis those living further out in the 
country. 

.Mr. Oliver opposed the bill on similar 
ground:-:. 

Hon. .Mr. Eberts said the hill was very 
necessary in Victoria. It was notorious 
that cattle were continually allowed to 
Mill at large to the iuconvonieiiee and 
ilanuige of residents of the suburbs. Tho 
liill was so worded as only to apiily lo 
\ icturin, and it would work no hardship 
lo .anyone, but would pat an end to much 
:iiinoynuco and damage to property. 

The second reading was defeiiteil on a 
vote of i:t to 15. 

YOUTHS PROTECTION ACtT* 
-Mr. Md'hillips moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Youths' I'ro- 
tection Act. Ho explained Hint tho pro- 
posed amoiKlinent provided that no li- 
quor should be sold to any person under 
llio agi; of ly years, and no tobacco to 
persons under tho age of IG. In Ontario 
ihu age was placed at 21 . yeare. He 
hoped the bill would have the unanimous 
support of the House. 

.Mr. Martin supported tho bill. Ho 
would go further, however, and make it 
unlawful for any person to smoke on the 
.-street or in public iilacos. 

.Mr, nolmckeii was warmly in favor of 
the bill. He dwelt on tho importance of 
ilisKUadiiig boys from contracting bad 
habits iiiiii iiaid a Irilinte to the .1. B. A. 
-\. as an oxiiniple of sober, well heliaved 
youM!,- men." He would like to see the 
manufacture of cigarettes probiliitod in 
Caii.-ida. Ho considered the bill very 
much in the interests of the piililie. 
Mr. Oliver also supported the bill. 
The second reading then passed.

.Mr. MePhiilips' bill to amend the 
Youths' Protection Act was submitted to 
the cowlliittee nt the whole, Mr. Hall 
in the chair, and was reported complete 
with amendments. 

I'Udl I'lC TIO.V OF GA.ML. 

Mr. Hayvvaid moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the .Game i'rotec- 
tion Act. 1'he bill provides that per- 
sons shall not .slioot over ejicloscd pri- 
vate property without having obtuiueil 
perinis.'iion of the owner, failing which 
I hey Mhnll be liable to a line of not more 
thun i(i>, nor less than $S. 'The P^-ovin- 
eiul l''ariner's Inatituti! were tmanimoutj 
in asking for this umenduient. 

Hun. Mr. Eberts explained that nnder 
the e.visting act farmers were obliged, 
before they '-tnild prevent trespass, to 
liost ii|> on every 40 acres of their land 
a printed not ice" or warning. This was 
rather ouerouis on the farmer, and ho 
thought the least tt mini could do was 
to asK permission to shoot. V eiy often 
these trcripiissers (tiiey were imt sports- 
men) were very insolent and abusive 
\\ hen warned oil private lands, and any 
aniendnieut whi(rh would serve to deter 
trespassing would be welcome to the 
fa riiiers. 

-Mr. .\eill favored the amendment, but 
did nut lousiiler the penalty sulllciently 
severe. 

'J'lie seeuml reading jiat^sed. 
il'UBLlC WOBKS LOAN ACT. 

Mr. Curtis moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Pnlillc Works 
Loan Act. He c.xpliiined that his bill 
was to protect workmen. In many 
cases contractors nnd subcontractors se- 
cured the money for their contracts and 
failed to pay their workmen. 

Hon. .Mr. WcdIs f.iU] the hill was out 
ol order, as it interfered with the iMJiicy 
of the government. The government had 
iiiirodueed a bill dealing with the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Speaker reserved his decision. 
PIIOVINOIAL ELTSCTORS. 

Jlr. Curtis movetl the second rending 
of an act to ameoid the Prorineial Elec- 
tion Act. The bill- provides Ihrit an elec- 
tor shali be disqualified from voting 



ceasing to reside in the district for one 
iiionth immediately prior to polling day, 
and give.s the collector of votes power to 
strike the niiines of such persons off the 
list. It al.'^o provides that at general 
elections noniiiiations tihiill take place on 
the same <lay throiighont the province. 

Hon. .Mr. lOberts pointed out that there 
were two courts of revision every year, 
and there was every opportunity for hav- 
ing the names of persons iinjii-operly on 
the list Htruck off. The amendment 
would debar any iH'rson from voting who 
had been absent on bnsiucss tor n month 
or part of a month prior to election. The 
other provisions of the bill were also 
<'overed by existing law. 

The second reading was defeated on a 
vote of 18 to 8. 

MFNICIPAL ELECTOBS. 

^Ir. f'nrtis moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the .JInnieipiil Elec- 
tions .Vet. The bill provides that any 
male or female, being a British sidiject 
and 21 years of age, who hits paid all 
in.xes due on or before Iiec<'iiiber ], 
>b:ill be entitled to vote for mayor and 
alderlnaii. It also ■jn'ovides for the coni- 
.pilation of the voters' list, removing 
names from list, and the declaration of 
It vcder whose vote may be eliallengeil. 

Mr. Oliver moveil the six months' hoist, 
as: the bill was jiract ieally covered by 
the bill prepari'd hy the .Municipal eoni- 
mitteo. 

With i)ertnissioii of the House, 'Mr. 
Curtis withdrew his bill. 

TUANSI'OUTATION. 

Mr. Curlis moved the s cmid i'"" 'lug 
of a bill respecting Railway ami Steam- 
sliip Transport.ition in Certain Cases. 
'J'lie bill was iiilendeil to comiiel railw.'iy 
and steamship companies to give free 
II ansportation In every member of the 
legislative assembly; and in ease of its 
dissolution, for three months thereafter 
to every person who was a member of it 
.It the time of its dissolution; to every 
jiiilge of the .Supreme conri and County 
courts of the province: To the survey- 
or and inspector of revenue, mul to the 
acssessor of taxes for the province. Kail- 
wiiy crimpanies to furnish lists annually 
1(1 the Provincial Secietar.v of nil iiei-sons 
to whom fre.> Iranspo-.-tation is issued. 
Any company failing to issue sucli Irans- 
jKirtation or io make such returns shall 
ibe liable to a line of i^.'IK) in eai'h cise. 
■ Mr. Curtis jirgueil that by making it 
cominilsory on railway companies to is- 
sue trans[)ortatioii to the I'crsons iiaineil 
.would reinove any siis[dcioii of nienihi>rs 
of the legislature. j;;d_-cf: or tax collectors 
being under an obligation to the eoiii- 
i[ianies. 

The bill Was thrown out on a vote of 
19 to m. 

The House adjourned at 11 p.m. till 
o'clock this ntttrnoon.
